FENWICK & CO. v. MARTY AND D’AUBAUIE. 


Mr Francis, Q.C., instructed by Mr 
Wilson (of Messra Wotton and Deacon's 
Office), appeared for tho plaintiff; and tho 
Acting Attornoy General (Hon. A. J. 
Leach), instructed by Messrs Sharp, John- 
son, and Btokes, for the defendants. 

MrFroncis said: This is a case atising 
out of acontract between the plaintiff and
